INTRODUCTORY  SKETCH  REGARDING  THE  LIBRARY 
OF  THE  LATE  MR.  J.  HARSEN  PURDY 
OF  NEW  YORK  CITY 


In  the  formation  of  liis  library,  the  late  Mr.  Purdy,  as  a  true  bibliophile, 
collected  many  of  the  choice  works  of  English  literature,  paying  especial 
attention  to  procuring  not  only  the  rarest,  but  also  the  most  desirable,  and 
in  a  number  of  cases  the  best  obtainable  copies  of  many  of  the  important 
works  of  English  authors  of  the  Elizabethan,  Georgian,  and  Victorian  periods. 
His  library  also  contains  noteworthy  books  of  representative  American  authors 
of  the  nineteenth  century. 

As  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the  Grolier  Club,  having  joined  the 
same  the  year  of  its  foundation,  1884,  and  as  an  active  and  early  member  of  the 
Society  of  Iconophiles,  Mr.  Purdy  obtained  the  various  publications  of  both 
societies,  and  his  library  includes  an  almost  complete  series  of  both  issues. 

Many  of  the  volumes  were  specially  bound  by  Mr.  Purdy’s  order  by 
Zaehnsdorf,  Riviere,  Stikeman,  Bedford,  Lewis,  William  Pratt,  and  the 
elder  Alfred  Matthews  of  New  York,  and,  without  doubt,  the  library  contains 
the  greatest  number  of  books  bound  by  the  elder  Matthews  of  any  private 
collection  that  has  been  offered  at  public  sale. 

All  the  books  are  in  exceptionally  fine  condition ;  many,  as  to  state,  might 
well  be  termed  unique  copies;  while  all  have  Mr.  Purdy’s  book-plate  on 
Japanese  paper.  Many  of  the  volumes  have  extra-plates  laid  in,  or  inserted.

Conditions  of  Sale 

1.  Any  bid  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer,  if,  in  his  judgment,  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  in¬ 
juriously. 

2.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arise  between 
two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Payment  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  money  as 
may  be  required,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  purchasers  shall  be  given 
immediately  on  the  sale  of  every  lot,  in  default  of  which  the  lot  so  purchased 
shall  be  immediately  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

Payment  of  that  part  of  the  purchase  money  not  made  at  the  time  of  sale, 
shall  be  made  within  ten  days  thereafter,  in  default  of  which  the  undersigned  may 
either  continue  to  hold  the  lots  at  the  risk  of  the  purchaser  and  take  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the  sale,  or  may  at  public  or  private 
sale,  and  without  other  than  this  notice,  re-sell  the  lots  for  the  benefit  of  such  pur¬ 
chaser,  and  the  deficiency  (if  any)  arising  from  such  re-sale,  shall  be  a  charge 
against  such  purchaser. 

4.  Delivery  of  any  purchase  will  be  made  only  upon  payment  of  the  total 
amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

Deliveries  will  be  made  on  sales  days  between  the  hours  of  9  A.  M.  and  1  P.  M., 
and  on  other  days — except  holidays — between  the  hours  of  9  A.  M.  and  5  P.  M. 

Delivery  of  any  purchase  will  be  made  only  at  the  American  Art  Galleries,  or 
other  place  of  sale,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  only  on  presenting  the  bill  of  purchase. 

Delivery  may  be  made,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association,  of  any  purchase 
during  the  session  of  the  sale  at  which  it  was  sold. 

5.  Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business  in  which  the 
Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  and  will  not  be  performed  by  the  Association 
for  purchasers.  The  Association  will,  however,  afford  to  purchasers  every  facility 
for  employing  at  current  and  reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers ;  doing  so,  how¬ 
ever,  without  any  assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges 
of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

6.  Storage  of  any  purchase  shall  be  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  purchaser.  Title 
passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer’s  hammer,  and  thereafter,  while  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  will  exercise  due  caution  in  caring  for  and  delivering  such  purchase,  it 
will  not  hold  itself  responsible  if  such  purchase  be  lost,  stolen,  damaged  or 
destroyed. 

Storage  charges  will  be  made  upon  all  purchases  not  removed  within  ten  days 
from  the  date  of  the  sale  thereof. 

7.  Guarantee  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  cor¬ 
rectness  of  the  description,  genuineness  or  authenticity  of  any  lot,  and  no  sale  will 
be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing,  or  any  imper¬ 
fection  not  noted.

The 
above  edition  contains  eight  books,  so  that  it  contains  tiie  actual  First 
Editions  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  hooks.  It  is  also  the  last  pub¬ 
lished  separate  edition  of  the  poem. 

John  Payne  Collier  in  his  “Bibliographical  and  Critical  Account  of 
the  Rarest  Books  in  the  English  Language”  gives  interesting  particulars 
regarding  this  work.  He  says:  “ The  engraved  title-gage,  by  F.  Cock  son . 
contains  a  portrait  of  Daniel  in  the  center,  followed  by  the  dedication 
to  the  Countess  Dowager  of  Pembroke,  in  which  the  author  refers  to  the 
many  impressions  through  which  this  work  had  passed,  without  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  two  books  (the  third  book  being  enlarged  and  divided)  which 
are  here  for  the  first  time  printed,  making  eight  books  in  the  whole.  It 
brings  down  the  history  to  the  marriage  of  Edward  IV. ;  but  Daniel, 
as  he  informs  Lady  Pembroke,  meant  to  continue  it,  ‘to  the  glorious  union 
of  Henry  l'II.’  This  part  of  his  task  he  never  completed,  but  (as  he 
proposed  in  the  end  of  the  dedication  )  commenced  a  History  of  England 
in  prose.  The  alterations  in  this  addition  of  the  Civil  Wars,  even  of 
those  parts  of  the  work  professed  to  be  republished,  are  very  consider¬ 
able  :  and  Daniel  omitted,  at  the  end  of  the  second  book,  an  elaborate 
eulogium  of  the  unfortunate  Earl  of  Essex,  which  originally  appeared  in 
1595.  including  the  following  stanza  : — 

‘ Thence  might  thy  valour  have  brought  in  despright 
Eternal  tropheis  to  Eliza's  name. 

And  laid  downe  at  her  sacred  feetc  the  right 
Of  all  thy  deeds  and  glory  of  the  same. 

And  that  which  by  her  powrc  and  by  thy  might 
Thou  had’st  attained  to  her  immortal  fame; 

Bad  made  thee  wondred  here,  admir'd  a  farre 
The  Mercury  of  Peace,  the  Mars  of  Warre.’ 

There  seems  to  have  been  no  political  reason  for  excluding  this  and 
other  stanzas  in  the  same  spirit  after  James  I.  came  to  the  throne,  but 
they  were  never  reprinted.”

Luther  S.  Livingston],  in  the  column:  “The  Bibliopole.”  The  following 
are  excerpts  from  this  contribution, — 

“The  second  volume,  ‘The  Farther  Adventures  of  Robison  Crusoe,’  was, 
as  stated  above,  published  on  August  20.  1710.  There  were  two  distinct 
additions  printed  from  different  settings  that  year,  though  the  title-pages 
are  identical.  The  fact  that  one  has  advertisements  on  the  reverse  of 
the  last  leaf  of  preface,  while  in  the  other  this  page  is  blank,  has  been 
pointed  out  before,  and  the  precedence  has  been  given  to  the  form  with 
the  blank  page.  There  seems  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of 
this  conclusion. 


“The  advertisement  referred  to  on  A4  begins:  ‘Just  Published,  the  4tli 
Edition  Of  the  Life  and  strange  surprising  Adventures  of  Robinson  Cru¬ 
soe.’  Now  the  fourth  edition  referred  to  was  actually  published  on 
August  8,  and  the  notice  concerning  Cox’s  abridged  edition,  which  forms 
the  second  paragraph  of  the  advertisement  was,  as  we  had  said,  printed 
in  the  newspapers  of  August  7.  As  the  first  edition  (whichever  it  may 
be)  was  publised  August  20,  would  not  the  advertisement  be  more  likely 
to  have  been  inserted  in  the  edition  sent  out  on  that  date,  rather  than  in 
one  sent  out  some  weeks  later?  The  evidence,  such  as  it  is,  is  contra¬ 
dictory.  Perhaps  future  study  may  definitely  settle  priority,”  etc.

This  curious  poem  is  usually  ascribed  to  Robert  Langland,  Langelande, 
or  Longland,  and  is  a  satire  on  the  vices  of  almost  every  profession ;  but 
particularly  on  the  corruptions  of  the  clergy  and  the  absurdities  of 
superstition.  These  are  ridiculed  with  much  humor  and  spirit,  couched 
under  a  strong  vein  of  allegorical  invention.  In  importance  and  merit 
of  execution  it  ranks  second  only  to  Chaucer  for  the  picture  it  presents 
of  England  in  the  middle  ages.

A  charming  series  of  French  heraldic  playing  cards,  each  one  of  the 
“N umbered”  cards  containing  from  one  to  ten  heraldic  designs ;  the  “face” 
cards  in  each  suit  having  one  or  two  figures,  with  text  in  French. 

This  series  was  designed  by  the  engraver  in  order  to  reduce  the  science 
of  heraldry,  and  to  show  that  a  good  knowledge  of  the  same  was  a 
praiseworthy  necessity.  The  heraldic  designs  show  the  coat-of-arms  of 
the  various  Nobles  who  served  with  Louis  XIY.  during  his  wars. 

Israel  Silvestre,  an  eminent  French  Engraver,  was  born  at  Nancy  in 
1621.  He  formed  his  style  on  Della  Bella  and  Callot,  and  appears  to  have 
been  imitated  in  his  turn  by  Sebastian  Le  Clerc.  He  designed,  etched,  and 
engraved  a  great  number  of  landscapes  and  views,  decorating  them  with 
small  figures  correctly  drawn,  and  touched  with  uncommon  spirit.  His 
merit  recommended  him  to  Louis  XIV.,  who  employed  him  in  designing 
and  engraving  views  of  Royal  Palaces,  Public  Festivals,  etc.  He  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Drawing  Master  to  the  Dauphin,  and  was  made  a  member  of  the 
Academy.  He  died  in  Paris  in  1691.

An  educational  pack  of  playing  cards,  used  by  men  and  women  of 
the  time  of  Samuel  Pepys,  to  learn  their  geography.  The  date  of  issue 
of  these  cards  admits  of  no  doubt,  because  there  is  a  reference  to  the 
building  of  a  “Peer”  at  Tangiers,  by  the  King  of  England,  on  the  “King 
of  Spades.” 

Each  card  contains  an  engraved  view,  with  one  or  more  figures,  be¬ 
neath  which  is  a  description  of  the  country  represented.  The  four  suits 
are, — Europe,  with  a  rose  for  hearts ;  Asia,  with  a  sun  for  diamonds ; 
Africa,  with  a  moon  for  spades ;  America,  with  a  star  for  clubs.  The 
various  numbers  are  given  in  Roman  numerals,  and  in  addition,  the  regu¬ 
lar  signs  of  the  suits  are  printed. 

This  pack  is  of  particular  interest  to  American  collectors,  as  the 
geographical  information  as  well  as  the  pictures  are  very  curious,  each 
card  of  this  suit  containing  a  view  of  some  town,  with  one  or  more  figures 
of  Indians. 

The  Ace  of  Clubs  is  represented  by  the  figure  of  a  young  Indian  girl, 
with  a  spear  in  one  hand,  and  a  half  hemisphere  in  the  other.  The 
inscription  calls  attention  to  the  Discovery  and  naming  of  the  con¬ 
tinent. 

The  King  of  Clubs,  shows  a  view  of  Jamestown  with  figures  of  an  Indian 
fisherman  and  a  cavalier,  and  an  account  of  the  plantation.

The  Queen  of  Clubs,  has  a  star  surmounted  by  a  crown  above  a  view 
of  Boston ;  on  one  side  a  lady  with  a  man’s  hat,  and  on  the  other, 
the  figure  of  an  Indian  hunter.  The  description  is  that  of  New  Eng¬ 
land. 

The  “X”  of  Clubs  is  represented  by  a  View  of  Quebec,  with  figures  of  an 
Indian  maiden  and  a  cavalier.  The  description  is  that  of  Canada. 
The  “VIII.”  of  Clubs  contains  a  view  of  Santa-Fg,  and  two  Indian  figures 
with  a  description  of  California,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  California 
is  a  great  Island  in  “the  mare  Pacifique,  or  South  Sea.” 

“Notes  and  Queries”  for  October  11,  1884,  contains  the  following  article 
regarding  the  engraver  of  this  pack,  in  answer  to  a  query  by  a  former 
owner, — 

“H.  Winstanley  must  have  lived  at  Littlebury  in  the  time  of  Charles 
//....  Hamlet  Winstanley ,  an  engraver,  1695-1760,  is  mentioned  in 
Bryant  and  in  Von  Nagler's  Kunstler-Lexicon,  Miinchen,  1835-52.  He  is 
probably  a  descendant  of  the  Winstanley  in  question ,”  the  engraver,  whose 
name  appears  on  the  present  pack.

Daniel  is  in  error  in  stating  that  the  portrait  in  this  volume  (pasted 
on  blank  preceding  title),  is  by  Faithorne.  Fagan  gives  the  Faithorne 
portrait  of  Quarles  as  that  of  John  Quarles,  Captain  in  the  Royal  Army 
during  the  Civil  War,  and  not  Francis  Quarles. 

In  addition  the  copy  contains  the  extremely  rare  poem  “Quarleis,” 
in  Latin,  signed,  “Benevohis,”  an  anagram  for  Benlowes.  This  poem 
contains  the  beautiful  emblematic  plate  by  William  Marshall. 

The  Grolier  Club,  “Contributions  to  English  Bibliography makes  men¬ 
tion  of  a  leaf  commencing  “Lusus  Poeticus”;  which  leaf  is  however  not 
mentioned  in  the  collation  of  this  work  as  given  in  the  Robert  Hoe  pri¬ 
vately  printed  catalogue  (Early  English  Books,  Vol.  IV).  A  prominent 
member  of  the  Grolier  Club  has  kindly  furnished  us  the  information  that 
in  his  opinion  this  leaf  was  an  afterthought,  printed  at  the  suggestion  of 
Quarles’  friend,  E.  Benlowes,  and  inserted  in  a  few  uncirculated  copies  of 
the  first  edition.  Preceding  this  leaf,  the  Grolier  Club’s  work,  mentioned 
above,  cites  a  printer’s  device.  Neither  the  leaf  in  question  nor  the 
printer’s  device  is  in  the  present  copy.

“Mr.  Francis  Edwards,  the  well  known  London  Bookseller,  has  made 
a  close  study  of  this  edition  and  is  authority  for  the  following  interesting 
note  which  appeared  in  one  of  his  catalogues  a  few  years  ago :  ‘The  vari¬ 
ous  works  in  the  volume  were  not  printed  at  one  and  the  same  time,  but 
are  the  original  editions  bound  together.  Each  play  has  its  own  separate 
signatures  and  pagination.  On  each  of  the  individual  title-pages  are  the 
words  ‘Never  Printed  before,’  or  ‘Never  printed  before,’  or  ‘Not  Printed 
before,’  the  very  variations  in  the  phrase  being  significant.  From  this 
and  other  evidence  it  is  patent  that  H.  Robinson  and  H.  Moseley,  the
